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Tempers run high. 
Dog days blues? 

Perhaps it’s the hot weather or maybe 
tampers are flaring because (rf frustrations 
over a lor^-standing problem; however, 
t h er e seem to be two different and agonizing 
problems In Sierra Madre at the present 
time. 

The News received two letters, one 
signed and one unsigned, neither which we 
plan to run as they are received. Why? 
First, we do not publish unsigned letters, 
such as Letter No. 1. Concerning the 
eecoiKl letter, we feel that many of the 
problems revealed will be solved during 
the next Parks and Recreation Commission 
meeting rtext Monday. 

In Letter No. 1, the writer outlines 
an experience she had several months ago 
with the city water department from which 
the author of the letter received a notice 
on her front door that her water supply 
would be shut off in 24 hours. The shut- 

notice was for the family next door, a 
family with several small children. 

The author had to determine whether 
to place the notice on the correct door, not 
knowing if their 24-hr. deadline had passed, 
or whether to return the notice to city hall, 
allowing her neighbors the time that should 
elapse before the water was shut off. She 
chose the latter, accompanying the bill with 
an explanatory letter. She was late for work 
and frustrated because someone at the 
water department could not read the proper 
street or house number. 

Letter No. 2 outlines problems that 
have arisen between one local family and 
the swim team, the latter which is an entity 
that is run somewhat like Little League, 
separate from the city. 

Apparently not realizing that no action 
can be t aken by a city body at a regular 
meeting without a 72-hour notice (because 
of the Brown Act), the mother in the dispute 
appeared with her arbitrator at the last 
Parks and Recreation Commission meeting, 
requesting an audience. 

Neither City Administrator Jim McRea 
nor the city hall liaison was present at 
the meeting and the P and R Commission 
listened to the input and said they would 
look into the problem. 

Although members of the commission 
discussed the problem at the meeting, no 
action was allowed to take place because 
of the Brown Act. 

The arbitrator who attended the meet¬ 
ing suggests that bylaws be established 
and a nonprofit tax exempt status be ob¬ 
tained for the swim team booster club. She 
also requests an audit of the booster club’s 
books. 

So that all sides will be heard fairly, 
the Sierra Madre News will attend and 
report the findings at the next Parks and 
Recreation Commission meeting schedul¬ 
ed for Monday, Aug. 17. 

One point that needs to be brought out 
concerning both of the letters. As a result 
of Letter No. 2, the author (the arbitrator) 
noted that in the citizenship skill award 
for the Boy Scouts, the last duty listed 
notes that every citizen has a duty “to help 
change things that are not good.” 

Perhaps both of these letters empha¬ 
size the need for all of us to be good citi¬ 
zens and attempt to make the world a bet¬ 
ter place, not by being judgmental but by 
attempting to introduce “betterness” 
wherever we are able. 

Maybe from both of these letters we 
will learn that citizenship encompasses 
not only attempting to be better ourselves 
but to bring out the best in others.

Public Forum 


Babies’ eyes are almost fully developed at 
birth, ready to go to work. But the other part o 
the visual process — the brain — ts not so welt 
developed. In fact, the brain at birth is very 
much like a computer. It’s programmed to 
handle the autonomic nervous system (body 
functions, etc.), but it has to be programmed to 
respond to the world "out there.” And that 
takes a few years. 

During that formative period, it ts manda¬ 
tory that the brain receive clear, unambiguous 
signals When something obscures the vision of 
small children - like a congenital cataract or 
serious refractive problems — the brain never 
learns how to translate visual images into sight. 

“Strabismus” is the technical name for eye 
misalignment. Each eye sees a different image. 
That confuses the brain, so it will suppress 
the image of one eye. Some children spontane¬ 
ously alternate suppression, and develop mon¬ 
ocular vision (vision in both eyes, but no ability 
to combine the images into binocular vision). 

If the misalignment persists uncorrected, 
amblyopia (dull vision) will probably occur in 
the deviated eye and can result in permanent 
sight loss. Literally, the child’s brain never 
learns to see with the affected eye. 

Since most infants and small children have 
moderately misaligned eyes from time to time, 
some people may think it’s nothing to worry 
about. But if observable strabismus persists be¬ 
yond the child’s fourth month, call that to the 
attention of the child’s pediatrician or to a 
pediatric ophthalmologist (such as my colleague 
Dr. Walter Fierson). 

Amblyopia strikes only one or two children 
per hundred, but it is entirely preventable — if 
adults pay attention to the eyes of the children 
around them. 

Strabismus can occur late in life, and next 
week’s column will report on some exciting cor¬ 
rective surgery.

Tips, Tales & Tanializers 

Okay, so you love chicken and right now 
you probably have chicken on the barbe¬ 
cue. However, do you know how this whole 
chicken craze began? 

Well, there once was a time when men 
speculated on chickens as much as they 
do on stocks today. It seems that chicken fever 
hit England just as soon as it hit 
America. 

The chicken story began over 5000 years ago 
when Chinese emperor, Fu-Hsi, taught 
his followers to raise chickens for sport as well 
as for food. There was a great demand 
for chickens so the Chinese developed a chicken 
that could lay up to 160 eggs in just 
200 days. When Queen Victoria was presented 
by the British Ambassador to China 
with these chickens she was very impressed.

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Volunteers raise money for Olympic team 


A small group of vol¬ 
unteers is working to raise 
money in Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia for the 1988 U.S. 
Olympic Team. But, in 
spite of the glories of the 
Los Angeles Summer 
Games three years ago, 
they are finding that the 
Olympic surplus gener¬ 
ated in 1984 actually 
forms one of the greatest 
impediments to their 
fundraising efforts. 

“It’s an irony that con¬ 
fronts us every day,” said 
Jack Gundhofer, vice 


chairman of Wells Fargo 
Bank, who serves as chair¬ 
man of the United States 
Olympic Committee’s 
fundraising group in 
Southern California. 

“The success of the 
L.A. Olympics should 
serve as a springboard for 
our fundraising efforts 
that no other region of the 
country can claim,” he 
explained. “Yet, we’re in¬ 
variably asked why we’re 
trying to raise money 
when the Los Angeles Ol¬ 


ympic Organizing Com¬ 
mittee raised millions in 
1984.” 

The 1984 Olympic 
Games produced a sur¬ 
plus of $230 million. 
Under the agreement 
that awarded the games 
to the city, 40 percent of 
the surplus was earmark¬ 
ed for the USOC which 
guaranteed financing of 
the Games after the local 
electorate had forbidden 
Los Angeles from making 
such a financial commit¬ 


ment on its own. Another 
20 percent of the surplus 
was distsributed among 
the national governing 
bodies for sports in the 
Olympic and Pan Ameri¬ 
can Games. 

The remaining 40 per¬ 
cent went to the Amateur 
Athletic Foundation of 
Los Angeles which is 
managing Southern Cali¬ 
fornia’s share of the sur¬ 
plus, providing resources 
for sports at the grass¬ 
roots level of the region.

The Navy has set Saturday, Sept. 19, for a 
grand reunion to celebrate the naming of the 47- 
year-old Los Angeles Naval and Marine Corps 
Armory as a Stale Historical Landmark. Center 
officials are inviting Navy Vets who served at the 
47-year-old building to attend. 

Armory alumnus, actor Robert Stack, has been 
invited to attend the event to dedicate an engraved 
plaque mounted at the entrance ot what is now the 
nation’s largest Naval reserve center. Swing-era 
bandleader Alvino Rey will guest conduct the Navy 
band. The general public will be invited. Other 
reunion veterans should check in by Aug. 19. 

Some 20,000 recruits were processed in and out 
of the Navy at the old armory during World War II. 
Proclaimed at its dedication in 1940 as the “largest 
enclosed structure in the world without columns,’’ 
the reserve armory was a key facet in President 
Roosevelt’s “preparedness” plan to prevent a second 
“great war.” 

From the late I940s to the present, hundreds 
of thousands of other sailors have been trained at 
the L.A. center located in the shadow of Dodger 
Stadium. The armory was designed by the noted 


California architects Robert Clements & Associates. 

Celebrities associated with the Art Deco location 
for dozens of Hollywood films include Ernest 
Borgnine, Jeff Chandler, Buddy Rogers, Dennis Day, 
Joan Crawford, Connie Stevens, Douglas Fairbanks 
Jr., Glenn Ford, Jackie Cooper, Mary Pickford, 
Andy Devine, Gary Cooper, Marion Davies, Richard 
Widmark and directors John Ford and Freddie De- 
Cordova. Politicians such as James Roosevelt, 
Ronald Reagan, Richard Nixon, and John Gavin 
also visited the historic Navy armory. 

Navy veterans of the armory are invited to con¬ 
tact the Naval and Marine Corps Reserve Center, 
1700 Stadium Way, Los Angeles 90017 (213) 627- 
2891. Those who attend the reunion will be treated 
to a full dress Change of Command followed by 
station tours and an auto show featuring models 
from 1936. Also scheduled are a period fashion 
show, a Marine close-order-drill-team, and swing- 
style dance exhibition.

A combination of high¬ 
er mortgage interest rates 
and slightly higher home 
prices caused June’s 
Housing Affordability 
Index to decline for the 
fourth month in a row, 
according to the Califor¬ 
nia Association of REAL¬ 
TORS. In June, only 30 
percent of the State’s 
households could afford 
to purchase the median 
priced single-family home 
of $141,541, down from 
31 percent in May. 

‘‘Homebuyers are be¬ 
ing hit with a double- 
edged sword of both high¬ 
er interest rates and home 
prices,” stated C.A.R. 
President Jack Paulson. 
“As a result, many fam¬ 
ilies in the state will have 
a harder time finding a 


home for which they 
qualify.” 

Average effective mort¬ 
gage interest rates increas¬ 
ed 15 basis points from 
9.27 percent in early 
May to 9.42 percent in 
early June, according to 
the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Board’s survey of 
all loans closed on pre¬ 
viously occupied homes. 


At the same time, the 
median price of existing 
single-family homes sold 
in California increased 
0.5 percent from a re¬ 
vised $140,853 in May to 
$141,541 in June. 

Although the increase in 
the median sales price was 
relatively small, June’s 
median was at an all- 
time high.

Main Street program in which the city is now about 
to participate as a self-initiated city. 

There was much discussion concerning the Cali¬ 
fornia Main Street Project and what role a project 
manager would fill. 

The Main Street Program, sponsored by the De¬ 
partment of Commerce, is designed to assist Cali¬ 
fornia cities with promotions, design, organization 
and economic restructuring. Sierra Madre City 
Council and the Community Redevelopment Agency 
approved the program for the town June 9 and the 
Department of Commerce was notified that Sierra 
Madre wishes to become a self-initiated city. 

Mayor Buchan has talked with five members 
of the community to become part ol the original 

steering ad hoc committee to assist the City Coun- 71"-' group ts a high 
cil in finding a project manager to spearhead the energy team ol the 45 
Main Street work and to organize a merchants’ 
group to work with the project manager. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai took exception to 
two of the names, not revealed to the public, and 
the Mayor agreed to give all councilpersons a 
chance to suggest other names lor the five-person 
committee. 

Mayor Buchan said, “I see this steering com¬ 
mittee as helping with selection of the downtown 
merchants’ association and assisting to choose the 
project manager. They will work maybe two 
months. I’d like some of them to stay on board 
(for the merchants’ association).” 

McRea mentioned that the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce had offered secretarial service and offices 
free of charge.

Let’s talk more about being accepted by 
others. 

Behavioral scientists generally agree that 
the need to be liked by all others stems 
from basic feelings of inadequacy, insecur¬ 
ity and low self-esteem. And these feelings 
are, in turn, reenforced by this unfulfillable 
need for constant approval in a vicious down¬ 
ward spiral. And further, the cycle itself is 
perpetuated by the belief that it is actually 
possible to obtain everyone’s approbation. 

The fact is, however, that you will not 
be liked by everyone. And even people 
who are most fond of you will dislike some 
of your qualities or behaviors sometimes. 
Therefore, if it is essential that you be accepted 
by everyone then you are headed for trouble 
because you are bound to fail. 

But consider this: Professional politicians 
strive to please and mount expensive skill¬ 
fully designed campaigns to win your vote. 
When one succeeds, however, even if it is 
a landslider victory with as much as 65 
percent of the vote, there are still at least 35 
percent of the voters against him/her. Being 
accepted by the voters is vital to the politi¬ 
cian’s career, but those who win must learn 
to endure ongoing rejection by a good many 
of their constituents. 

To keep your self-esteem intact, it is im¬ 
portant to know that you will not please every¬ 
one, since people will either like you, be 
indifferent to you, or dislike you no matter 
how you choose to be in life. Realizing this 
fact can prevent you from developing unrealistic 
and ego-damaging estimates of your personal 
appeal and free you from the potentially de¬ 
bilitating effects of disapproval. 

In addition, you can enhance your feelings 
of self-acceptance by associating primarily 
with people who like you and by avoid¬ 
ing those that the more self-accepting you 
are, the less stressful your personal relations 
will be and the healthier you become.
